According to a complaint 
approved on a 3-0 vote, Levi 
Strauss claims to he the 
largest apparel manufac­ 
turer in the world, with

15,(KW) retail 
dealers in the United States 
and sales which totaled 
more than $1 billion in fiscal 
1975. 
The complaint, based on 
an investigation by the FTC

Francisco office, 
charges that Levi Strauss 
has illegally fixed the resale 
prices of its apparel and 
required dealers to pur­ 
chase other items in order 
to buy its much-renowned 
blue denim jeans.

Karen Anne Quinlan’s physicians in 
Denville, N J., have begun a series of 
diagnostic tests to describe her condi­ 
tion for the hospital ethics committee 
which must determine whether she can 
be allowed to die. 
The tests began last weekend and 
apparently have indicated that the 
22-year-old woman's physical condition 
has remained unchanged over the last 
few months since her body functions 
have been sustained by a mechanical 
respirator and by the forced feeding of 
high-ealorio food formulas. 
The fresh diagnostic data is seen as 
vital to the determination of the young 
woman's chances of recovering to a 
cognitive, sapient state, the criteria 
established by the State Supreme Court 
on March 21 when ii ruled that Miss 
Quinlan’s father could exercise the 
girl s right to refuse medical treatm ent 
if it was futile 
The e th ic s c o m m itte e 
must decide that there is 
"no reasonable p o s s i b i l i ­ 
ty” she will recover before 
her father can exercise that 
right.

watched President Ford take off in his 
helicopter. 
T he P re s id e n t, w a v in g goodbye, 
bumped his head again in the helicopter 
doorway. 
It wasn’t the presence of Miss Taylor 
that distracted the President. 
Hut her presence drew a crowd of 
White House staff m em bers, visitors 
and news representatives. 
All eyes were on Miss Taylor as 
she stood chatting with 
Mrs. Philip 
Huehen, wife of the President s lawyer, 
on the south grounds 


Ford cam e unnoticed out of his oval 
office, striding across the lawn talking 
to his chief of staff Richard Cheney. 
The President was halfway to the heli­ 
copter before anyone noticed him. 
He was talking busily, paid little 
attention to the crowd and waved a bit 
offhandedly, hut he apparently never 
saw Miss Taylor. 
As he stepped into the helicopter, 
with Miss Taylor joining in the waves 
goodbye, Ford turned to wave once 
more and humped his head.

WASHINGTON - In defiance of both 
Congress and the United Nations, the 
Ford administration has gone behind the 
barn to bolster the military dictatorship 
of Chile. 
The UN, follow ing up our 
own reports of repression 
and to rtu re inside Chile, 
has condem ned the junta 
for violating human rights. 
And only last week, the 
respected Inter-A m erican 
Human Rights Commission 
denounced the junta for its 
torture tactics.

Analysts at the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said em­ 
ployment could expand 
while unemployment failed 
to shrink because of growth 
of the labor force by a hefty 
720,000 last month, to 94 4 
million persons. In the last 
12 months, the growth has 
been 2.1 million. 
This continuing rise in 
the number of people who 
want to work, largely a re­ 
sult of population growth, 
and the longterm trend 
toward greater worker pro­ 
ductivity explain why the 
return of unemployment 
rates to prerecession levels 
invariably lag behind other 
measures of recovery. 


C N P g ro w th 
Julius Shiskin, the com­ 
missioner of labor statis­ 
tics, told Congress that to­ 
tal business activity, or 
gross national product, 
completed its recovery 
phase in the first quarter 
“ and has now entered the 
'growth' stage." 


However. 
Shiskin's 
monthly report to the 
House-Seriate Economic 
Committee showed that by 
April, unemployment had 
recovered only 30 per cent 
of its recession losses. 
His data also showed that 
industrial production had 
come back 62 5 per cent bv 
March and retail sales had 
gained 83.2 per cent. 
The labor force report 
commented that the April 
surge in jobs marked “ a 
continuation of the strong 
growth that began April a 
year ago."

workers who had been laid 
off were recalled last 
month.

Official says fraud hinted 
in military beef checking 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- A Defense 
official 
said 
Friday 
that 
Pentagon 
investigators 
have developed evidence 
“ there might be fraud, collusion and 
conflict of interest” in military inspection 
of about $110 million in beef bought each 
year from civilian contractors. 
The 
official, who asked to remain 
anonymous, 
said 
the 
main 
problem 
detected so far centers in the Boston area 
but that “ there are inklings" of problems in 
other military meat-buying centers. 
He listed Chicago, New Orleans, Dallas 
and Los Angeles cis other areas where the 
activities of military meat inspectors have 
been under investigation. 
The official spoke after Sen. Lawton 
Chiles, D-Fla., said meat-packing houses 
have been defrauding the Defense Depart­ 
ment of millions of dollars a year. Chiles 
heads a subcommittee that will hold 
hearings next week. 
Although the investigation still is not 


completed, the official said a number of 
corrective measures and improvements in 
the meat inspection system already have 
been ordered into effect. 
Among other things, he said, “ We are 
getting higher grade inspectors with longer 
experience.” 


The official said "most of the problems" 
uncovered so far have centered in Boston, 
where he said there was evidence of gifts, 
bribes and “ a few sexual favors spread 
around." 
He declined to identify any of the 
inspectors under investigation. 
As he explained it, a sample was taken 
out of a little more than 1.1 million pounds 
purchased from Boston suppliers and that 
it was found that about 61 per cent of that 
sample was below standard. 
"None of the meat that Uvas inspected 
was harmful to eat," he said. "It wouldn’t 
make you sick."

Legislators 
push state 
liaison plan

Three state legislators told Mayor Lila Cockrell Friday 
the city needs a special representative in Austin. They 
were Reps. Hon Bird. Frank Madia and CL J. Sutton. 
The question of filling the proposed post of legislative 
liaison for the city in Austin is currently under debate bv 
City Council. 
Council closeted itself in an executive session late 
Thursday to screen a half-dozen names thrown into the 
pot. They produced three potential candidates who are lo 
be interviewed separately at a 7:30 a in. executive session 
Tuesday 
Sources close to council indicate the candidates are 
former City Mgr. Jerry Henekel, Asst. City Atty, Jane 
Macon and local attorney Jim Saunders. 
Council was unable, in open session Thursday, to decide 
if it wants a city staff person or an outside, independent 
consultant to fill the suggested liaison position. 
The trio of legislators, meanwhile, also raised several 
other issues of concern to council and to East and South 
Side residents. 
"W e discussed the whole subject of surface water 
supply for this area.” Mayor Cockrell explained. 
Bird, speaking for the trio, urged council delay deve­ 
lopment of surface water supplies from Canyon Lake 
(through a proposed contract with the Guadalupe-Bianco 
River Authority).

Dear Dr. Thostcson: I'm a 16-year-old 
girl with a constipation problem. I ve had 
it for about eight years. I’m underweight. 
I take a laxative, and have for many 
years. This gives me a gentle bowel 
movement. 
I got nervous and upset very easily, whirh mav have 
contributed to my problem. I’m a vegetarian and I eat 
many vegetables, which give me unpleasant gas pains. 
Can you suggest something? — S.W. 
I doubt that you are trule 
constipated. Any such prob­ 
lem evident at eight years of 
age and lasting this long would 
have shown other sym ptom s 
by now. Your nervousness can 
be a facto r in your faulty 
bowel! function, and if so you 
should get over it, else it may 
cause you more problems later 
on 
I suspect you have a “ thing” 
about bowel function. R e­ 
m em b er th a t, w hile daily 
bowel action is the norm, one 
can have a natural movement 
every two or three days and 
still be in good health. 
Most v eg etarian d iets in ­ 
clude nuts and other needed 
high-residue foods — fruits 
and, of course, vegetables. 
Constipation is not usually a problem in a vegetarian diet 
Most vegetables offer sufficient bulk to provide peristal­ 
sis, (that wave-like movement of the walls of the bowels). 
Cellulose, which is plentiful in vegetable fiber, plays an 
important role in this. 
I suggest you discontinue the laxatives, since this can 
develop into a nasty habit which your bowel may not be 
able to break easily in the years ahead. Apples, prunes or 
prune juice should be a suitable laxative for your needs. 
Nature will usually take its course in these m atters. 
You should make sure you are getting sufficient liquids 
in your diet. Also. you should add up your daily caloric 
intake. A girl your age, if you are. say, about 5-foot-4, 
should be getting approximately 2.300 calories a day. Ii 
you are not, then you would be considered malnourished 
and this would account for your being underweight 
If you are to continue on a vegetarian diet, consult a 
nutritionist to determine whether or not you are getting 
enough calories and essential nutrients, such a s minerals 
proteins and vitamins. 
Other readers (with true constipation) may find helpful 
ideas on this subject in my booklet, “ The Way to Stop 
Constipation.”

Ih e burning of fuel oil in 
the power plant isn’t being 
done secretly at all. 
The use of fuel oil instead 
of n a tu ra l g as was a p ­ 
proved at a recent hoard 
meeting of CPS trustees, in 
full view of the public and 
the news media. 
The move was taken be­ 
cause CPS has alm ost 1.4 
million barrels of fuel oil 
stockpiled and would like to 
reduce that some. 
The oil was stockpiled in 
the wake of severe curtail­ 
ments by Lo-Yaca and be­ 
fore a pipeline link with the 


Gulf Coast was completed. 
Now. there Is no need to 
stockpile large (inanities of 
fuel oil. By burning fuel oil 
24 hours a day to fire the 
electrical generators, CPS 
uses about 7,909 to 8.000 
barrels daily. 
At that rate, it is going to 
be a long time before the 
utility's fuel oil stocks are 
even slightly dented. 


The fuel oil that is being 
burned is less costly than 
natural gas supplied by 
Coastal States’ subsidiary 
Lo-Yaca Gathering Co. The 
slightly lower cost of the 
fuel oil will be reflected in 
customers’ bills, of course.

While you can pick it up 
fine in places like Colorado 
and Wyoming and even the 
Panhandle, the closer you 
g et to San A ntonio, the 
w orse the signal gets at 
night. 
There are a num ber of 
factors which might be re­ 
sponsible for this, most of 
them related to different 
atm ospheric conditions at 
night. 


Although WOAI is a clear 
channel station (no other 
station in the country has 
its frequency) there is a lot 
of junk crowded around the 
1200 spot. 


A local radio shop might 
be able to find you an AM 
filter or antenna that might 
help 
pull 
WOAI

at 
night. Why not check and 
see what would fit your ra­ 
dio.

even into Mexico for match 
horse races and to gamble 
in the cantinas. 
Sam Bass' racehorse — 
the “ Denton mare” — is an 
important part of the Bass 
legend. She was a nonde­ 
script little sorrel whose 
appearance tempted men to 
bet against her. But how 
she ran! 
In his book, Charles L. 
Martin tells of Bass* life in 
San Antonio in the early 
1870s. He w rote: “ San An­ 
tonio is almost a classic ci­ 
ty. Romantic in all its sur­ 
roundings, beautiful as it 
nestles amid its hills . . . it 
is eminently a cosmopoli­ 
tan city. 
"There the Christian, the 
clergyman and the sneak 
thief jostle each other on 
the narrow sidewalks; there 
the jurist renowned in the 
courts and the most har­ 
dened criminal find a per­ 
manent and temporary 
abode; there the worthy ci­ 
tizen and the mountebank 
find labor to their hands. - 
“ The adventurer, the 
gambler, the cut-throat, the 
horse thief, all congregate 
in this typical frontier city. 
Here Sam Bass found con­ 
genial spirits.” 
Express files 
To find out how the 
newspapers covered the 
story then, of course I went 
back to the files of The San 
Antonio Express. 
It was a dramatic mo­ 
ment for me when one of 
our librarians put the mi­ 
crofilm of the Ju ly 1878 
Daily Express on 
the 
viewer — and snapped on 
the light. 
The first story I sawr as I 
slowly turned the pages 
from so long ago was one 
headlined — “ Sam Bass 
Making for the Capital.” It 
said there was a report the 
Bass gang was on its way to 
Austin to liberate one of its 
members held in jail there. 
The sheriff put a heavy 


guard around the jail. 


Then on Saturday. July 
20, there were these small 
one-line headlines following 
one another: 


Exciting News from Bass 


and His Gang — A Desper­ 
ate Fight with the Robbers 
in Round Rock — A Deputy 
Sheriff and a Robber Killed 
— And Another Deputy 
Dangerously Wounded. 


Sunday morning's Ex­ 
press carried this news — 
and the headline writer 
really let himself go: 


Sam Bass and His Gang 


Captured - The Rollicking 
Rough Rider Riddled With 
Bullets — And Is Expected 
to Pass In His Checks. 


Then came the climax 
under a Ju ly 22 dateline 
from Round Rock with 
these two headlines: 


Death of Sam Bass — He 


Refused to Squeal. 


Fn the body of the story 
was a dying statement from 
Sam that has been a part of 
the Sam Bass Legend. Of­ 
ficers continued to question 
him about his accomplices 
and The Express quoted the 
dying man as saying: 


“ It is against my profes­ 
sion to tell, lf a man knows 
anything, let it die with 
him.”

Dear Dr. Lamb I have a 
mother who is HH years old 
and has diabetes. In the last 
few m onths she started go­ 
ing blind. 
The eye doctor tells her 
th*' 
blood 
vessels

breaking in the back of her 
eye. She can only see forms. 
I am wondering if there is 
any hope for her. Her 
glasses 
haven't 
been 
changed in a few years, 
only the bifocals. 
I will appreciate anything 
you can tell me. 
Dear 
Reader 
Your 
description sounds to me 
like your mother has what 
doctors call diabetic rctino- 
pathy. The retina is a 
screen at the hack of the 
eye. 
All images are projected 
on this screen. 
It is this image on the 
screen that is relayed to the 
brain so one can see. 
The retinal screen con­ 
tains a lot of blood vessels. 
Because diabetes are prone 
to blood vessel disease 
these tend to break and 
cause damage to the retinal 
screen. 
Image 


Whenever there is da­ 
mage the screen is unable 
to transmit a good image. 
There is very little that 
can be done about this 
problem, ll is one of tho 
complications of diabetes 
that makes it such an un­ 
pleasant disease. 
Good control of diabetes 
throughout life and diets 
which protect against the 
development of fatty -cho­ 
lesterol deposits in arteries 
are helpful from a preven­ 
tive point of v lew. 
Another thing that could 
be happening is that she 
may be having hem orr­ 
hages into the vitreous, the 
jelly-like substance that 
fills the major chamber in­ 
side the eye. 
Some work, though still 
in an experimental stage, is 
being done in which the jel­ 
ly-like material can literal­ 
ly he sucked out of the eye, 
cleaned and replaced. 
However, I think that if I 
encouraged you about that 
at this moment, it would be 
a false hope.

I would like to point out 
that changing glasses will 
have little or no effect on 
I he kinds of changes that 
occur in the eye from dia­ 
betes. 


Changing glasses will not 
affect the damage to the 
retina or anything that may 
occur rn the jelly-like sub­ 
stance.

I wanted to do so­ 
und bing more visually ex­ 
ulting It gave me a chance 
to use a new concept in mo­ 
del homes in Dade County, 
"At the time I liked white 
for small bathrooms and 
kitchens and for back­ 
grounds and cabinets.

“ lie," nor do the drawings 
show only white mothers in 
skirts.

" It wasn't my idea to 
change it." Spook admitted 
during a brief visit to 
Washington. “ The femin­ 
ists got after mc.” 
In a special forward to the 
new edition, he explains 
that the main idea was “ to 
eliminate the sexist biases 
of the sort that help to 
ereate and perpetuate dis­ 
crimination against girls 
and women." 
And finally, there is a new 
section on the fattier as 
parent, bowing to the new 
insistence on equal respon­ 
sibilities in a marriage. 
“ The benefit is lost," he 
writes of husbands, “ if this 
work is done as a favor to 
their wives, since that 
implies that it s really not 
their work but just an unu­ 
sual degree of generosity on 
their part. 
‘‘When a father does his 
share as a matter of course 
when at home, it does much 
more than simply lighten 
his wife's work load and 
give her companionship in 
the work that she has had to 
do alone all day. 
“ It shows that he believes 
this work is crucial for the 
welfare of the family, that it 
calls for judgment and skill 
and that it s his responsibi­ 
lity as much as it is hers 
when. he is at home. This is 
what sons and daughters 
need to see in action if they 
are to grow up without sex­ 
ist attitudes."

Even then, the feeling 
was not unanimous. Though 
nearly everybody agrees 
that the medical informa­ 
tion was most useful, some 
mothers detected an auth­ 


oritarian and often patron­ 
izing tone. 
“ The book made me un­ 
easy,” one mother said. 
“ He expected mothers to be 
superhuman, patient and 
understanding at all times. 
He made me uneasy and 
self-conscious. I came away 
feeling, I ’m just a mother 
— what do I know? He told 
mothers to be themselves, 
but when you come down to 
it. Ibis was al) some mid­ 


dle-aged, 
middle-class 
man’s opinion. You were 
distanced from your own 
feelings — you had to look it 
Up in the book." 
Spook himself admitted 
that both his sons “ were 
quite critical of me" as a 
demanding father who 
didn’t show enough physi­ 
cal affection. That pattern, 
he said, came from his ex­ 
perience with his own fath­ 
er.

L ater, they en­ 
tered the meat-packing bu­ 
siness, and it was in this 
connection that Sam unwit­ 
tingly won enduring fame 
Known affectionately as 
U n d e Sam by his m any 
nieces and 
nephews and 
frien d s and n e ig h b o rs in 
Troy. the barrels of beef he 
and his brother supplied to 
the 
U.S. 
A rm y 
w ere 
s ta m p e d by the g o v e r n ­ 
m e n t p u r c h a s in g a g e n ts 
with the letters “ U S ." It 
was this abbreviation that 
was the foundation for the 
n am e “ Uncle S a m ” beco­

synonymous 
with 
"United States.” 
The physical characteris­ 
tics of th e U n cle Sam 
drawn by modern-day car­ 
toonists are based on those 
of the man.

Expectations 
H ere a re so m e of the 
things that we can expect 
this growing season in lawn 
grasses: 
St. Augustine Decline — 
This is the SAD disease for 
which no c u re is known. 
T he a p p ro a c h tak e n by- 
Texas A&M University was 
to find a re sistan t strain 
that would not be suscepti­ 
ble to this virus problem. 
Floratam, a new variety of 
St. Augustine, was released 
to T ex as g ro w e rs, and it 
should be available through 
y o u r local n u r s e r y m a n . 
M eanw hile, don't sp re ad 
the disease by lawn mower 
blades. If you do not have 
the virus disease, use your 
own mower. If you do have 
the disease, he content with 
the en cro ach m en t of B e r­ 
m uda g rass, which is im ­ 
mune to St. Augustine De­ 
cline or use Floratam , our 
new St. Augustine found to 
be resistant or imm une to 
this disease. 
Chinch Bugs — This tiny 
pest usually starts in late 
May or e a rly J u n e and 
tu r n s la r g e a r e a s of St. 
A u g u s tin e g r a s s a ru sty 
brown To prevent this oc­ 
currence, apply one of the 
approved insecticides the 
middle of May, followed up 
in 60 d a y s (a ro u n d the 
m id d le of J u ly ) with a n ­ 
o th e r a p p lic a tio n . T h is 
practice should assure one 
of not having chinch bug 
dam age. NOTE: Floratam 
is found to be resistant to 
chinch hugs. 
Gray Leaf Sport — This is 
a hot w eather fungus dis­ 
ease a g g ra v a te d by poor 
watering habits. It doesn't 
kill the plant, but tiny ci­ 
g arette-sh ap ed , cigarette- 
burn-appearing spots in the 
blades an- unattractive. A 
fungicide, such as Fore, is 
effective for control 
Improper Mowing Height 
— We are inclined to mow 
our grass too low with the 
idea that it will need less 
frequent mowing; however. 


the removal of too much of 
the blade of grass results in 
a weak plant. One and a 
half to two inches is the re­ 
coin mended height for St. 
Augustine grass. 
Poor Watering Habits -* 
W a te r deep ly , less f r e ­ 
quently. Early m orning is 
best, never at night. 
Left-over Thatch — Dead 
g ra s s from last y e a r and 
other debris should be r e ­ 
m oved in the s p r i n g to 
avoid pill h u g s and d i s ­ 
eases. Catch the clippings. 
Brown Patch — This is a 
c o o l-w ea th e r d is e a s e oc- 
eurrring in the spring and 
fall. While it doesn’t kill the 
St. A u g u s tin e , it c a u s e s 
som e unsightly sp read in g 
ring-like patches. This dis­ 
ease can be controlled with 
Terraclor. 
Lack of F er tilizin g — 
F e r tiliz e at lea st once a 
year with a balanced ferti­ 
lizer. Subsequent fertiliz­ 
ing may include light a p ­ 
plications of a nitrogenous 
m aterial during the grow ­ 
ing season. 
Chlorosis (yeellowing of 
g r a s s ) — M ost c o m m o n 
causes are poorly aerated 
soil and a lk a lin e c o n d i­ 
tions Two yearly applica­ 
tions of iron sulfate or sulfa 
soil at the r a te of five 
pounds per 1.000 sq. ft. has 
been successful. Improving 
a e ra tio n m ay be m o re 
complicated hut can be ac­ 
c o m p lish e d 
by 
a e r a to r 
equipment or gypsum. 
Grubworms — This des­ 
tructive pest starts feeding 
in early su m m er, and, by 
late sum m er and early fall, 
D utches of dead c r a s s r e ­ 
sult. The roots are eaten 
aw ay, and the re m a in in g 
top can be rolled back Ilk** a 
c a r p e t. The g r u b w o r m s 


found now in the soil are no 
longer d e s tru c tiv e . They 
will be e m e rg in g as b ee­ 
tle s. It is re c o m m e n d e d 
th a t 
one 
a p p ly 
an 
insecticide (currently dia- 
zinon or d u r s b a n ) from 
m id -J u n e to m id -J u ly in 
o rd e r to control th** next 
generation before d am ag e 
occurs. 
T ree problem s will con­ 
tinue. Here are some: 
Oak Twig Blight - This 
is a fungus disease that is 
a c tiv e in live o ak s. We 
should spray with a fungi­ 
cide and a miticide to con­ 
trol both the tw ig blight 
d is e a s e and a p h id s an d 
mites which curl leaves in 
live oak. 
Ash anthracnose — This 
is the leaf disease that is 
causing ash leaves to turn 
brow n and d ro p off in 
abundance around the area. 
It is r e c o m m e n d e d th a t 
early 
spring applications 
of a Zineb or M aneb-type 
fungicide be repeated two 
or three times to be effec­ 
tive. 
F ire blight is also being 
rep o rted already. T his is 
the blackening of blooms, 
fruit and leaves of pear, lo­ 
q u a t. e o to n e a s te r , even 
pyracantha and photina. It 
is a d ifficu lt d is e a s e lo 
control. Sanitation should 
be p ra ctic e d — m e a n in g 
prune out tlit* diseased por­ 
tion and spray with an an ­ 
tibiotic such as agristep. 
Other problems, such as 
cotton root rot on trees, rust 
on grass, casebearer in pe­ 
c a n s , c u rc u lio w o rm in 
plum and peach trees, stink 
bugs, m ites, leaf m in e rs, 
and the like will he seen.

"Now their persistent plucking of rare 
specim ens is forcing some indigenous Am erican plants 
onto the I S endangered species list 
'Commercial collectors are the worst kind" it continues. 
They sometimes dig up whole acres of cacti in one swoop

in Tennessee to feature in the mail-order terrarium s he 
was selling. 
But private collectors are also a menace to the nation's 
I shrinking stock of plant life.

Saltwater fishermen who catch tagged redfish this 
sum m er are urged to report the fish to the P arks and 
\Vildlife Department. 
Coastal fisheries personnel released approximately 6.00ft 
tagged reds in Matagorda Bay recently. The fish, which 
measured from H to IO inches in length, have num bered 
metal tags in their upper jaws. 
Bob Kemp, director of the fisheries division of the 
departm ent, said the stocking represents the largest 
single release of tagged redfish ever made in Texas. 


•‘Fishermen should begin catching the reds Iii July, and 
som e of them could he over the 14-inch m inim um lim it by 
then." Kem p said. “ From the tagged releases, we hope to 
learn much about the su rvival, growth and disp ersal of 
redfish." 


The reds were part of the spawn from brood fish being 
held and studied at the National M arine F ish e rie s 
L aboratory at P o rt A ransas. A p p ro x im ately 25.000 
four-day-old reds were stocked in hatchery ponds at the 
Palacios Marine Fisheries Station in September of 1975. 
When the pends were drained two months later, 12.000 
we re recovered By that time they were an inch and a half 
long. 
They were replaced in ponds and checked again last 
month There were 9.800 fish left. This represents an 82 
per cent survival rate, which K em p calls excellent. 
About fi.imo of the fish were released in the bay, 2.000 


Kemp said fishermen catching a legal red of at least 14 
inches in length should contact any P arks and Wildlife 
Department office or send the tag to the Palacios Research 
Station with information on where and when the fish was 
caught, plus its size. 
“ We also are interested in hearing about catches of 
redfish below the 14-inch lim it," Kemp said. "It will help 
our research if fishermen let us know where they caught 
and released the undersized reds. We would like to know 
the length of the fish and, if possible, the tag num ber.”

You see. I knew Mr. M cFarlin in happier days, when he 
was married to the mother of his children and working 
hard behind the scenes to make San Antonio one of the hest 
known tennis centers in the country. He delighted in doing 
things for others and always, somehow, stayed backstage, 
away from the spotlight. That was before his divorce. It 
was also before he went to a New Orleans hospital for a 
fight with cancer. 


But even then John’s tastes differed from those in his 
circle of friends. Tennis and boxing huffs don't often run 
hand and hand but McFarlin was a bug on both sports. 
He’d fly to Forest Hills, New York, to catch the national 
net finals one week and then hop over to Chicago to watch 
a middleweight fight.

One night, about 15 years ago, I went after a hot dog 
during an exceptionally slow preliminary fight on a rather 
routine ring card here at Municipal Auditorium. 


Near the back of the house, sitting alone far beyond the 
last ringside seat, was McFarlin. We chatted for a moment 
and then I invited hint to join me at the press row, right 
beside the ring. Like I said, it wasn't a great program and 
there were several empty press seats that night. At first 
John refused, saying he was “ very com fortable in the 
back.” But then he admitted that he had never before silt 
that close although he seldom missed a local fight. 


For the next two hours John was absorbed with the show 
at close range and he seemed to particularly enjoy hearing 
the trainers and m anagers instruct their fighters between 
rounds. “ You don’t get this extra trim m ing in the back,’’ 
he smiled. 
But, as mentioned, that was long ago, during happier 
days for John.

It was around that time that McFarlin decided to start 
sharing his interest for sports and help build a construc­ 
tive program in San Antonio. 


lie poured countless thousands of dollars into a tennis 
program at Trinity I niverxity. With the knowledge and 
connections of pro Clarence Mabry and M cFarlin’s money 
and enthusiasm Trinity soon became one of the nation's 
top collegiate net powers. Davis Cup stars like Chuck 
McKinley, and later his younger brother, cam e to Trinity 
on scholarships. 


At first the emphasis was placed on the m en ’s team but, 
long before women’s lib even got itself organized. John 
pushed to build a powerhouse w om en’s tennis team at 
Trinity. 
Throughout most of those early building years McFarlin 
stayed well in the background. The first mention of his 
help cam e in a column here and at first som e Trinity 
officials feared that John would be offended by the publi­ 
city. The guy just enjoyed doing those things and he really 
didn t want any publicity. 


About a week after that column was published John sent 
me a nice hut semi-cold letter, offering thanks for the kind 
words. It wasn't until months later that we really got to be­ 
friends. 


It might be safe to say that everyone who plays tennis in 
this area has somehow felt at least a few of the benefits 
from Jo h n ’s earlier gifts to the game. The courts on San 
Pedro Avenue became one of the finest municipal tennis 
centers iii the country, due largely to John s devotion and 
money It s now the McFarlin Tennis Center.

Antimony is necessary to 
produce conventional bat­ 
teries, It is usual to put in 
about 4 to 7 per cent anti­ 
mony to harden the lead 
enough to make it flow 
smoothly through the var- 
ioue processes used in 
making batteries. How­ 
ever. it appears that anti­ 
mony is at the heart of the 
problem that has plagued 
the industry from the very 
beginning — perishability.

Gould developed a line of

Co. la-4 year to launch the 
new battery in the replace­ 
ment market. 
GM first used its new 
battery, in a very limited 
way as optional equipment 
in the '71 Pontiac Grand 
Prix This year the GM 
battery can be found in 
everything from Chevro­ 
let's Chevette to Cadillac’s 
Seville. 


Recently GM announced 
that its new calcium-lead 
battery is also available in 
the replacement market 
under 
the “ Freedom ’’ 
name. 
Gould has set out three 
characteristics 
which 
it 
says are essential for a 
battery to be really main­ 
tenance-free. First, it must 
perform dependably during 
its entire life without ad­ 
ding any water. Second, 
corrosions must be limited 
And finally; its perishabili­ 
ty or shelf-life loss must be 
reduced. 


How can you tell a main­ 
tenance-free battery from 


any other kind? Simple, the 
maintenance-free battery 
never requires the addition 
of water, therefore there 
are no filler openings in the 
top of the flattery. 
In addition to the reduc­ 
tion of shelf-loss, Gould 
claims its new batteries re­ 
tain their charge six to 
eight times longer than 
conventional batteries.
